building until it was fired were in serious 
danger. There is the possibility that the fire 
was started by an angry competitor or by a 
disgruntled former employe, but the delib- 
erate, businesslike manner of handling the 
job makes it appear to be the work of prac- 
ticed racketeers.

After all, 
there was a period when 
American producers were 
the most efficient in the 
world and during two wars, 
it was the American produc- 
er who set a standard of pro- 
duction unequalled in the his- 
tory of the world. It was the 
American mill and factory 
that won "World wars I and 
II. 


Wages Too High 


It is now evident that the 


American producer has out- 
priced himself in world mar- 
kets and has therefore be- 
c o m e non-competitix"e in 
many fields, even in the 
American market. To under- 
stand this, it is necessary to 
discover the causes of -this 
price factor. Walter Reuther 
has recognized this problem 
in the automobile industry 
-and has made several pro- 
posals which do not seern 
economically feasible. 


The principal cause is high 


wages which, in their rela- 
tionship to price, become 


cumulative from the labor 
that goes into the gathering 
of raw materials in mine and 
farm to the painting of the 
finished automobile. About 
25 per cent of the American 
labor force is affected di- 
rectly or indirectly by this 
one industry and the largest 
item in its budget is wages 
and benefits. 


Wages reflect not only tbe 


American high standards of 
living but also the inflation- 
ary trend which has been 
continuous - since the begin- 
ning of the Korean war. 
Those commodities w h i c h 
are a product of automatic 
or even semi-automatic ma- 
chinery, requiring only the 
time of the worker but no 
particular skills, can be pro- 
duced in one country as well 
as another, if that country 
has access to the raw mate- 
rials or the 


so-called backward c o u n - 
tries. 


What Jlr. Furst suggests 


by implication is that the 
lower standard of living 
countries are more efficient 
than the higher standard of 
living countries because they 
can produce identical items 
at lower costs. 


A second factor in this sit- 


uation is taxation which is 
an item of cost. All forms of 
taxation, individual and cor- 
porate, come out of earnings 
and so are a factor in wages 
and salaries. T h e r e f o r e , 
countries where lower taxes 
need to be paid may have a 
price advantage over coun- 
tries where higher wages are 
paid. This particularly gives 
an advantage to those coun- 
tries which have enjoyed 
American economic or mili- 
tary aid. thus relieving the 


factored materials required 
to make them. A stamping 
machine can be worked by a
